BELIEVES WEEDS 
ARE INCREASING 


Gross Lists Some Means 


Of Eradication Now 


Being Employed. 


Weeds appear to be increasing in 


their abundance rather than de- i 
creasing, is the opinion of D. L. 
Gross, extension agronomist at the j 
agricultural college in Lincoln. 
i 


He cites the example of the' 


Kochia weed as being one of the ] 
many new weeds being introduced, 
into Nebraska. The weed was f irst j 
observed in quantities near North 
Platte three or four years ago. Since | 
that time, it has spread so fast that 
now in some eastern counties it is! 
crowding out other weeds. 
; 


Gross divides the destructiveness 


of weeds into two general types, the 
expense of eradication and the loss 
to the soil of moisture and plant 
food. In the matter of eradication, 
the 
college of agriculture 
man 
points out that thoroughness of 
early cultivation is important for 
the corn crop. Weeds are much more 
easily killed while they are young. 


Favors Frequent Harrowing. 


The frequent use of the harrow 


both before the corn is up and while 
it is still in its early stages of growth 
is one of the most important means 
by which a clean field of "com. is 
obtained, according to Gross. Where 
the early harrowing is omitted or 
where a poor job is done on the first 
cultivation, a weedy field is almost 
certain to be the result. This lowers 
the crop yield. 
Annual and biennial weeds are 
killed by preventing seed produc- 
tion. Perennial weeds, however, offer 
a much more difficult problem, Ne- 
braska farmers are told. Cultivating, 
hoeing or cutting the perennials 
does little good. Ordinarily it is not 
practical to kill the perennial weeds 
by tillage. 
Chemicals Are Popular. 


Another method which has been 


quite 
popular 
among 
Nebraska 
farmers in the last few years is 
eradication by chemicals. A chem- 
ical known as sodium chlorate has 
the power of penetrating the plant! 
and destroying the roots as well as' 
the tops. 
Results on experiments conducted 
at. the Nebraska station indicate 
that it is best to use the sodium 
chlorate in October. No reason is 
given for the better results occur- 
ring that month. 
"The amount of sodium chlorate 
needed to kill a patch of weeds can- 
not be definitely stated," Gross de- 
clares. "Some patches may be killed 
with but one pound of chlorate per 
square rod while other .patches may 
require three or four pounds. One 
can say. however, quite definitely j 
that the chtorate will kill the weeds 
but the amount to use must be de- , 
termined by the way the' patch, 
reacts to the treatment." 


GRAMLICH ADVISES 
COTTONSEED MEAL 


FOR CATTLE FOOD 


Fattening cattle receive part of 


their ration 
in the form of en- 


silage can use a light feed'of a pro- 
tein concentrate to an advantage, 
according to Prof. K. J. Gramlich 
of the agricultural college. 


Usually where a part of the 


roughage consumed is silage, there 
is not enough alfalfa taken into the 
body to properly supply the protein 
needs of the animal, Nebraska feed- 
ers are told.

OF EFFICIENCY 


Intelligent 
Farming Is 


Important, Says 


Agent. 


"The proper balance on the right 


side of the ledger at the end of the 
year depends largely on efficiency." 
says County Agent Purbaugh in his 
weekly farm page letter, which fol- 
lows : 


"While the pendulum in agricul- 
tural interests has been swinging 
from production to marketing dur- 
ing the past several years, there ,has 
been a decided tendency for the 
importance of efficient production 
to be minimized to some extent. 
^'To offer 
the 
excuse for poor 


fiSxming, that if even,' faniier fol- 
lowed the practices that would give 
high yields we would so over-pro- 
duce that farm products would 
bring little or nothing, is begging 
the question; for we know that all 
farmers do not follow such prac- 
tices and that not enough farmers 
will do so as to make much differ- 
ence in the supply of commodities. 
Large increases in production come 
f r o m 
largely increased acreage 
planted or of animals in produc- 
tion, or as a result of a favorable 
season. Total production is in- 
creased slowly by better farm prac- 
tices. 
"While every farmer should strive 


without ceasing to build up a bet- 
ter system of marketing, to secure 
legislation that will be helpful to 
agriculture without hurting other 
interests, to secure a tariff schedule 
that does not discriminate against 
agriculture and in favor of othez 
interests; yet when all these objects 
have been attained it will still be 
true that intelligent and skillful 
farming is as essential to success as 
it ever was. Good farming will al- 
ways be as necessary as are sound 
business methods in other lines of 
work. 
"The future of farming and the 
future of the country, therefore, de- 
pends upon the wisdom with which 
the farmer plans his operations and 
the intelligence with which he con- 
ducts his business affairs. 
"A sound system of soil Improve- 
ment with less acres in grain crops, 
a sound system of livestock im- 
provement with less animals in pro- 
ductions, better poultry managerial 
ability with no late hatched birds, 
using May 1 as the dead line for 
hatching, will be a good program 
for the season. 
"To many farmers, this is a real 


problem. It is often a problem of 
the most serious nature to farmers 
who are worktop poor, unproductive 
land with limited capital, and who. 
therefore, can not m a k e much 
change in their farm operations. 
"The proper balance on the right

IOWA T. B. LAW 


Ask U. S. Supreme Court 


To Declare Bovine 


Testing Invalid. 


WASHINGTON, April 29—M>)_ 


M. J. Loftus and several others 
representing more than 150 farmers 
of Mitchell county, Iowa, filed to- 
day with the Supreme court a 
statement showing the grounds on 
which they were appealing to pre- 
.vent enforcement of Iowa laws 
aimed to eradicate bovine tubercu- 
losis. 


Stating that a secondTtest was to 


be made in the county involving 
thousands of dairy and breeding 
cattle, without regard to the ap- 
parent health of the animals, the 
protesting farmers asked that the 
highest-court declare the law in- 
valid. They claimed that under the 
first tuberculosis test 2,643 cattle, 
valued at more than $160,000, were 
oiled when all except 247 were 
"ound on federal inspection fit for 
food. 


Basis of Attack. 


The farmers attacked the law on 


;he ground that it required the 
use of one specified test, which 
often resulted in injury to healthy 
cattle; required the test when con- 
ditions did not fairly require it; 
compelled the destruction of all 
cattle reacting to the test, although 
most of them, after slaughter, were 
pronounced by federal inspectors 
fit for food. 


The state law. they complained, 
compelled the quarantine of healthy 
herds, resulting in great loss, with- 
out the owners having any oppor- 
tunity to be heard and without the 
state providing adequate compen- 
sation or enabling the owners to 
obtain any protection or redress.

Apportionment Voted 


Change from the 1916 population 


by counties to the 1930 census as 
one of the three-way basis for de- 
termining apportionment of use of 
the state gas tax among counties 
was approved by the state senate 
Wednesday morning, 30 to 0. 3y 
that vote it passed H. R. 343, by 
Representatives Steele and Sheldon. 
Another road matter sent the sen- 
ate into vigorous debate and result- 
ed in a call of the senate before the 
matter was settled. This was on a 
question of adopting house amend- 
ments to 5. F. 9. 


The bill would extend the mileage 
limits within which the state high- 
way department is authorized to 
make connecting highways. The 
house reduced the mileage from 3 
to 2 miles from state highways and 
added several minor provisions, in- 
cluding a re-routing of a highway 
south of Burchard to Liberty. 
Senator Kenneth S. Wherry, dis- 
satisfied with the re-routing made 
a fight to reject the house amend- 
ments but lost the battle when the 
amendments were adopted 18 to 13. 
The senate voted not to concur in 
house amendments to two other 
senate bills, S. F. 101, fraternal in- 
surance measure, and S. F. 306. The 
latter was originally a bill to give 
pipelines right of eminent domain 
and to establish a method of de- 
termining damages. The house sent 
over a substitute bill for regulation 
of pipelines under the railway com- 
mission. 
The senate passed on third read- 
ing H. R. 476 by Overbeck, 26 to 4 
and H. R. 326 by Jardine and Heed, 
30 to 0. H. R*. 476 would permit 
counties to build bridges after re-

Papers Given To 


Historical Society 


Newspapers and pamphlets pub- 
lished in Nebraska during the early 
days of this state have been pre- 
sented to the Nebraska State His- 
torical society by J. C. Harvey of St. 
Louis, who was a visitor to the his- 
torical society office in the capitol 
tower during the past week. 
Mr. Harvey's father, Augustus F. 


"Ajax" Harvey, was a leader In ter- 
ritorial and early days of the state's 
history. He was a member of the 
1867 
legislature and the surveyor, 


who laid out the site of Lincoln 
when located by the capitol com- 
mission July 29, 1867. 
The files of the Nebraska States- 
man from April 1, 1866 to February 
19, 1870, are among the valuable 
documents presented to the state 
historical society. 
"Ajax" Harvey 


was the founder and publisher of 
this paper which was established at 
Nebraska City in April of 1866 and 
moved to Lincoln in July of 1868. 
It was the first democratic news- 
paper in Lincoln. 
Several pamphlets published by 
Augustus F. Harvey in the Interest 
of Nebraska and the then new capi- 
tal of Lincoln also have been pre- 
sented to the historical society. An 
early original photograph of David 
Butler, first governor of Nebraska, 
is included in the gifts. This photo- 
graph is different from any other 
picture of which the historical so- 
ciety.

chasing power within the course of a year and a half. 
Encouraged, it could do better, 'if. however, a slight 
improvement In business should be taken as the sig- 
nal for injecting artificial firmness Into commodity 
prices that have not been properly deflated, it might 
throw business backward again as in the spring of 
1930. and do Irreparable harm."

It was in the long session of 1909 that George W. 


Norris, representing the Fifth Nebraska district in the 
lower house of congress, began his memorable fight 
to overthrow the 
autocratic, czaristtc regime of 


Speaker Joe Cannon. 


The struggle terminated in a triumph for Norris. 


Not only did the Nebraskan succeed in clipping the 
wings of the speaker but he temporarily shoved Can- 
non into retirement for when the Illinoisan came up 
for re-election, the district which he had ruled with 
the iron heel, turned upon him and forced him to ac- 
cept private life for two years. Norris rode the crest 
of popularity. Three years later he was elected to the 
United States senate, the post which he has held 
without interruption since then. 


Announcement by Representative Schneider, of 


Wisconsin, a progressive republican, that he plans to 
renew the battle for a liberalization of congressional 
rules has a strangely familiar ring. During the years 
that have elapsed the speaker has gradually gathered 
around him much of the authority and power which 
Joe Cannon exercised. The high tide of liberalism 
reached its height in 1912, when the late Colonel 
Roosevelt led a third party in the desperate effort 
to place the progressives in control of the government. 
It failed but It shattered the conservative wing of the 
republican party for eight years. Then again with 
the election of Warren Harding in 1920, the stand- 
patters regained control and they have been riding 
furtously and ruthlessly. 
They picked a man for 


speaker of the house who could rule it in the same 
fashion which Cannon did without giving offense. 
Likable, suave and diplomatic, Nicholas Longworth 
exercised as much power as his predecessor of some 
twenty-two years ago. Legislation was pigeon-holed; 
tha Insurgents effectively blocked at every turn in 
the road. The Norris bill which passed the senate 
three times died in a committee in the house through 
skillful maneuvering under the leadership of Long- 
worth. 


• * * 


Now the embattled insurgents see the tide turning. 


Their hour has struck. When people, were earning 
big wages, and work was plentiful, the pleas of the 
progressives fell upon deaf ears. But with hundreds 
of thousands unemployed, with people hungry and 
desperate, with the administration shorn of Its pres- 
tige and good-will, the Insurgents are quick to seize 
upon the opportunity to accomplish some of the re- 
forms which are urgently needed. 


The spectacle furnishes a mighty, inspiring lesson 


in democracy. 


It re-emphasizes the necessity of eternal vigilance. 


When George Norris overthrew Cannonism, the peo- 
ple thought the lower house of congress had been 
made subservient to their will. And so It was for 
the time being. But after eight feyer-flushed, hectic 
years, vigilance was relaxed. The public grew care- 
less. Its heroes of yesterday became objects of scorn 
and ridicule. The liberal or the insurgent became 
anathema in the eyes of the voter. Under the spell 
of Calvin Coolidge, and the old guard which hid be- 
hind his coat tails, the standpat republicans recon- 
structed the machinery which made their power in 
congress absolute. The job was finished under Her- 
bert Hoover. With Nicholas Longworth wielding the 
gavel, the old guard forged a despotic chain which re- 
vived all of the abuses of Cannonism. 


Of course Representative Schneider and his asso- 


ciates have the votes to hopelessly deadlock the elec- 
tion of a successor to Longworth. Wi-Ji neither the 
republicans nor the democrats possessing a clean 
cut majority, the liberals are in a position to bargain 
effectively for the measures dearest to their hearts. 


It is not the prospective change in the rules of the 


house which is interesting, however. It is the omen 
which the uprising presents. The tide against con- 
servatism and stendpatism is Irresistibly rising. We 
are back again to 1907 and 1909 and there are im- 
pressive signs that 1932 may witness something simi- 
lar to what took place in 1912. Big Business has had 
its Inning. It has -waxed and grown fat. It has taken 
out enormous dividends and lined its pockets with 
gold. It ha; utilized a tarff to extort huge sums but 
as is, always tfcs case Jt has let Sis greed consume 


THE WOMAN JUROR BILL. 


The woman juror bill seems to be having a rather 


hard time in the legislature. As originally passed 
iy the house it provided that such service should not 
be compulsory, but when it got to the senate that 
body tacked on an amendment to require women to 
>erve on the same terms with men. The house re- 
'used to accept the amendment and-conference com- 
mittees were appointed. 


The joint conference committee also failed to agree, 


here being a majority and a minority report. The 
ormer favored the 
senate amendment and was 


adopted by the senate, while the minority report, 
which was adopted by the house, favored the rejec- 
ion of the compulsory feature. And there you are. 


As both houses seemed determined when the mat- 


ter was considered to stick by their original actions, 
.here is prospect that the measure may die for the 
want of agreement. Well, what if it does? It will 
of course have a few mourners, but not nearly so 
many as might be imagined by the amount of noise 
made. There are some few people who honestly and 
seriously believe that women are wrongfully dis- 
criminated against in this matter, but those who op- 
pose the senate amendment have nothing of the kind 
in mind. 


The house bill, while cosidered altogether unneces- 


sary by great numbers of people, aroused no serious 
objection, for it did not require women to give any 
excuse when called for service which they did not 
care to render. All that would have been required 
of them would have been to say that they did not 
care to serve. This was agreeable and aroused no an- 
tagonism. The senate, however, was not satisfied 
and wanted to go the whole route. As a consequence 
the entire bill may fail. 


As a matter of fact comparatively few women want 


to serve on juries and the number would rapidly 
have decreased after they had had experience. If men 
are so averse to performing this duty, there is every 
reason to believe that women would have been more 
so. There are certain members of the sex who insist 
that women do not need or want protection and these 
could have had all the jury service they wanted under 
the house bill. The senate should have been content 
to give these what they appear to desire without 
thrusting it upon those who do not want it. 


BETTER WEATHER FORECASTS. 


Better weather forecasting is foreseen for the near 


future by Smithsonian institute scientists as the re- 
sult of recent tests in predicting variations in the 
sun's radiation and from it, the weather. 


Dr. Charles G. Abbot, astronomer and secretary of 


the institute, predicted variations for 1931 and 1932. 
Press reports indicate that they have followed his 
forecasts very closely thus far. H. H. Clayton, an- 
other scientist, used the same method to forecast ac- 
tual weather conditions with similar success. 


If continued success attends these experiments in 


radiation variation and weather prediction, a sub- 
stantial contribution will have been made to the sci- 
ence of weather forecasting. 


Both agriculture and industry would benefit from 


such analyses, months in advance of weather condi- 
tions. . It would be too much to hope that the family 
could plan its picnic by weather forecasts months in 
advance but a general knowledge of coming weather 
could save many unnecessary expenditures to farmers 
and business men. 


A WINTER HABIT. 


Habit is a strange creature and he governs automo- 


bile drivers as well as persons afflicted with other 
penchants for steady conduct. 


In winter, the closed car driver frequently finds it 


easier to open the door of his car as a signal to turn 
than to run the window down and extend his arm. 


Although spring "is rather well installed in the 


chair of the seasons, drivers are finding it difficult 
to get out of their old habits, much to the concern 
of those following them. The open window and ex- 
tended arm is both, an easier signal for the driver 
and a more definite signal for following automobiles 
than the opened door. But return of normal signal- 
inj is dependent on a new move to overcome old man 
habit. 


RIVER XAVIGATION. 


Among the bills left for final decision in the closing 


hours of the legislature is H. R. 432. providing a small 
appropriation to match similar amounts in Corn Belt 
states interested in Missouri and Mississippi river 
navigation. The amount of money, $5,000 annually for 
two years, is Inconsequential.

Colonel Maher Tells of 


Conditions; England 


Hard Hit. 


Although all Europe shows the 


marks 
of depression, conditions 


there are mending, according to Col. 
John G. Maher, who with Mrs. 
Maher and their daughter, Cather- 
ine, have just returned from a three 
months sojourn in Spain, Egypt, It- 
aly, Switzerland, Turkey and Eng- 
land. They left the states January 
27, and leturned to Lincoln, Mon- 
day nie:ht. 
"Spain was of particular interest 


because of the political unrest brew- 
ing at the time we were there," Mr. 
Maher declared. It is a beautiful 
country, intensely cultivated, but to 
all appearance* the wealth is in the 
hands of the few. Perhaps the over- 
turning of the government, putting 
Spain in the list of republics, will 
work to the advantage of the mass- 
es. The chances are that it will, 
provided the revolutionists maintain 
a fair attitude toward the present 
holders of wealth and act honor- 
ably to the creditors of the old gov- 
ernment. 
"Egypt was fascinating because of 


its exotic appearance. The very evi- 
dences of its antiquity, coupled 'with 
its •wonderful 
new modem cities 


awaken the 
imagination of any 


visitor. 


Turkey Being- Reformed. 


"Turkey is in the midst of great 


reforms, both social and govern- 
mental. They are attempting great 
things there but there is still a most 
fertile field for the reformer. 
At 


least it appears thus to the tourist. 


"My last visit to Italy was dur- 


ing the war. The change wrought 
by the Mussolini reforms in Italy 
are astounding. The people are busy 
and there are no 
beggars.

Blaine he had specialized in indus- 
trial properties for forty years, said 
he had once given his "curbstone 
opinion" that the Marshall Field 
site was worth $15 a foot, but not 
more.

Many fields were infested at that 


time with the Hessicn fly eggs that 
made it discouraging for the wheat 
growers. There was one 
farmer, 


Jo'.in Parsley, living on the 
west 


county line of Butler county in the 
Blue river valley, who had sowed 
sweet clover in his farm on Febr- 
uary 28. That was the best 
field 


that we saw on the trip. After sow- 
ing the sweet clover, Mr, Parsley 
gave the field a good harrowing 
which loosened the ground on top. 
It seemed to form a mulch on top 
of the ground and closed cracks and 
crevasses in the 
ground. In 
my 


opinion this will make their field 
one of the best crops in the terri- 
tory we traveled over. As in many 
of the fields the hot sun and wind 
had baked the ground until it had 
been made hard on top, so 
hard 


that the plant was not doing well. 
In my opinion many of the fields 
would vicic more bushels to the 
acre and be of a better quality, 
even* year if the farmers 
would 


harrow or loosen up the ground in 
February or March each year. 


Of course, Legge and Sam McKel- 


vie will say that will make a surplus 
and low prices. I believe in curtail- 
ing so that the surplus will not be 
too large. We need at all femes a 
surplus to carry our country through 
a drouth or a catastrophe similar to 
the one that twenty-one of our 
states had in 1930. If we had not 
had a surplus of lood products in 
1930 in our own country there would 
have been no doubt that many of 
our people wculd have perished for 
want of food, as many people in 
some paits of the world do in al- 
most every year. 
It was reported that many people 


died in" China in the last year for 
want c.< food, and in many parts of 
Africa. Many of their animals are 
perishing for want of food as re- 
ported in recent papers. A surplus 
of foods is more necessary 
than 


of machinery because we can build 
machines with machinery, and man 
at any time, day or night, summer 
or winter, can do so. But we must 
grew our food products in season 
and depend on nature to make the 
ciop. Few persons who have not 
farmed in the dirt can fully rea- 
lize the risks and hazards that the 
farmers have to contend with in 
many jears of hard wonc with no 
gam ifi many years of their hard 
wort If a renter has a poor crop 
each year, it weakens him finan- 
cial!" "for several seasons, if he is 
in the condition financially that 
about nine out of ten cf the ten- 
ants are in at the present time. 
I started to farm on my own re- 
sponsibility in 1875 and there has 
been no year since then that I re- 
member of that the farmers would 
not discuss with each other the kind 
of grams which would be most prof- 
itable to grow the next year, and 
they are doing it still. 
On my 


farm we have less than half the 
acreage of wheat that we had in 
1930 and yet the farm board seems 
to intimate that it is a new idea. 
But I understand that the instigat- 
or of this farm board resided on a 
farm until he was six years old. 
Wasn't it original? 
Does anyone 
think the bill was worth the mil- 
lions that it cost?D. E. SMITH. 


TIME TO PLANT 
CORN UNCERTAIN 


Kiesselbach 
Says 1930 


Maze Crop Upset 


Old Ideas. 


Such years as 1930 upset all the 


dope regarding the best time to 
plant corn. Dr. T. A. Kiesselbach of 
the asrncultural college experiment 
station says. Last year late corn j 
made 33 bushels per acre while early 
corn made three bushels per acre 
in the experimental tests at the col- 
lege of agriculture. 


Ordinarily the corn planted fair- 


ly early ui the season yields a lit- 
tle more per acre than that planted 
the latter part of May or early 
June., but over a period of nine 
years one or two upsets like that of 
1930 make it hard to set any aver- 
age date as the opportune time to 
plant corn. 


Ten days difference in the time 


of planting corn, in the spring will 
probably make only one to three 
days difference in the tune the 
ears are formed, and the corn ma- 
tures in the fall, results of the ex- 
perimental work show. 
Since the 
time of planting antl the rate of 
planting corn vary so widely from 
southeastern Nebraska to northwest 
Nebraska, it is a far better practice 
to follow the general methods used 
in the community than it is to ac- 
cept any general recommendations 
for the entire state, Dr. Kiessel- 
bach believes.

SAME VITAMIN A 


Milk of Different Cows 


Shows Similar 


Elements. - 


The vitamin A content of milk 


from Holstein, Ayrshire, Jersey and 
Guernsey breeds is practically the 
same is the conclusion reached by 
Prof. H. P. Davis and Prof. I. L 
Hathaway of the dairy department 
at the agricultural 
college after 
completing an experiment dealing 
with the vitamin content of the 
milk. 
Though it i s true that cows of 
the Jersey and Guernsey breeds 
produce a more vellow-colored milk 
and although the milk has a higher 
average content of butterfat than 
the milk produced by cows of the 
Eolsteif-- and Ayrshire breers. the 
results did not show any superiority 
in the vitamin A content. 
The college of agriculture men 
used 560 rats in the experiment. 
The rats received milk from, the 
four breeds as their only source of 
vitamin A. They were fed a vitamin 
A free basal ration composed of 
eighteen percent casein, seventy- 
eight percent corn starch and four 
percent salts. 
Feed Dried Yeast. 
One gram of dried yeast daily 


was fed separately as the source of 
the vitamin B complex while the 
antirachitic factor was supplied by 
irradiation of the corn starch. This 
ration was fed from, weaning time, 
until ophthalmia was incipient or 
until there was a cessation of 
growth. 
At this point the basal ration was 
supplemented with 
one. two and 
three cubic centimeters of milk. One 
group of rats were fed Holstein 
milk while the other group received 
milk from one of the other breeds.

MORE BABY BEEF 
CLUBS" EXPECTED 
Last Year's Record of 


1300 Members 


May Fall. 


"Although all clubs have not sent 


in their enrollment lists yet. we feel 
that the 1931 baby beef '4-H club 
enrollment will exceed the mark set 
last year," declared Ed Janike, as- 
sistant state extension agent in 
animal husbandry at the agricul- 
tural college, this morning. 
Records at Janike's office show 
there are now nearly 13000 boys and 
girls in the state enrolled in baby 
beef clubs. Last year official rec- 
ords disclose the fact that there 
were 1238 members in the projfct. 


Nebraska boys and girls in the 
baby beef projects are picking light- 
erweight and smaller calves this 
year in accordance with the sug- 
gestion offered by the agricultural 
college, according to Janike. Many 
of the boys and girls purchased 
calves dropped m May and June of 
last year. Probably the biggest run 
of the calves over the state will av- 
erage 350-500 pounds when they 
were put on feed the first of this 
year. 
"Perhaps the big reason for the 


club members to select smaller 
calves is the fact that the^ are quite 
sure of getting a better price for 
the calves this fall when they are 
sold after attending the 
fairs," 
Janike says. 


1,000 
Pound Calves Preferred. 


Calves weighing- about one thou- 
sand pounds are preferred by the 
packers at the tune of auction sales. 
Usually beeves weighing many hun- 
dred pounds above that mark are 
sold at a discount. The public de- 
mands the smaller cuts of meat and 
the producer must conform to the 
demand, the extension, man points 
out.Work of tagging every baby beef 
in the state for identification is go- 
ing forward rapidly.

WEATHER IS AID 
TO AGRICULTURE 


Frequent Rains Supply 


Needed Moisture in 


Middle West. 


KANSAS CnT, April 23—UP)— 


March and early April weather, er- 
ratic as it was, generally was favor- 
able to agriculture, the monthly re- 
view of conditions in the tenth fed- 
eral reserve reveals. 
Frequent. rains supplied needed 
soil moisture and benefited pastures 
even though it retarded plowing, 
planting and cultivation to some de- 
gree. A late March buzzard caused 
considerable livestock loss in west- 
ern Kansas, western Nebraska and 
eastern Colorado. 
The-review said an improved de- 


mand for farm land on a share 
rental basis was reported. 
Com Planting- Under Way- 


Corn planting was well under way 


by April 20 in the southern third of 
the district Farm, field work has 
progressed faster than usual with a 
tendency toward an increased acre- 
age in this district of corn, oats, 
grain sorghums and potatoes Some 
reduction in the spring wheat acre- 
age was indicated. 
Winter wheat 
has made unusuaily rapid' growth, 
with some damage reported in Kan- 
,525 from cut worms and wheat 
| straw worms. A larger than usual 
survival o' chinch bugs, due to the 
mild winter, was reported. 
Gram prices showed little change 
in March or the first two weeks in 
April. Prices of other farm com- 
modities, including livestock, ad- 
vancsa somewhat in March, but a 
reaction in the first two weeks in 
April reduced values on most items 
to or below the March 1 leieL The 
. March advance in fed wooled lambs 
1 has been well maintained. 


The dollar volume of sales at 37 
department stores in the district 
during March was larger than in 
February by slightly less than the 
usual seasonal amount, but 9.3 per 
cent smaller than in March.

Max Johnson, manager of the new 


Lincoln auditorium, hopped into the 
middle of the publicity ring today 
with the announcement that he had 
booked Frank French of Renwick. 
la., heavyweight mat champion of 
the Hawkeyc state, to grapple with 
Ray Richard, ex-Cornhusker foot- 
baller, in the latter's Lincoln debut, 
dated for Wednesday night.
